To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Merthyr  Tydfil. 

Ladies  and  Gentdemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
Anniiae  Report  for  the  year  1945,  and  the  vital  statistics  and 
sanitar}^  conditions  in  the  County  Borough  of  Merthyr  Tydfil. 
The  Report  is  in  accordance  with  the  Memorandum  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  Certain  unsatisfactory  features  still  exist  as  far  as 
our  vital  statistics  are  concerned — our  high  infantile  mortality 
rate  and  our  high  stillbirth  rate.  Both  these  conditions  are 
closely  associated  with  bad  environmental  conditions,  and  until 
the  housing  situation  has  improved,  we  cannot  expect  much 
improvement  in  spite  of  the  liigh  attendances  at  Infant  Welfare 
Centres. 

There  are  other  biological  factors,  as  yet  imperfectly 
understood,  in  relation  to  the  .stillbirth  rate,  and  I propose  to 
make  more  detailed  investigations  into  these  matters  than  has 
taken  place  in  the  past.  Our  maternal  mortality  figure  is  still 
highly  satisfactory,  but  there  is  very  little  variation  in  tli6  other 
vital  statistics  presented  to  you  last  year.

Number  of  Deaths,  1945  865 

The  number  of  deaths  which  ocurred  in  Merthyr  during  the 
year  1945  was  996 ; but  with  the  addition  of  32  deaths  of 
Merthyr  residents  occurring  outside  the  area  and  the  exclusion 
of  163  deaths  of  non-residents  within  the  area,  the  total  number 
of  deaths  for  Merthyr  Tydfil  was  865. 

Of  the  163  deaths  of  non-residents,  120  occurred  in  Tydfil 
Lodge,  21  in  the  General  Hospital,  15  in  the  Mardy  Hospital, 
1 in  Pontsarn  Sanatorium,  3 at  Private  Residences,  and  3 
Accidents  at  ColUeries. 

Of  the  32  residents  who  died  outside  the  Borough,  9 occurred 
at  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary  ; 2 at  Cardiff  ; 1 at  Abercynon  ; 1 at 
Bridgend  ; 2 at  Birmingham  ; 1 at  Warrington  ; 1 at  Parc  Gwyllt ; 

1 at  Glanwern,  Glynneath  ; 2 at  Cefn  Coed  Hospital,  Swansea  ; 1 
at  St.  Asaph  ; 1 at  Torquay  ; 1 at  Swansea  ; 1 at  Derby  ; 1 at 
Abertillery  ; 1 at  Rhymney  ; 2 at  St.  Winifred’s  Cardiff  ; 1 at 
Mountain  Ash  ; 1 at  Neath  ; 1 at  Gellygaer  ; 1 at  Aberayron.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  1 during  the  year  was  68,  which 
is  2 less  than  last  year,  and  gives  a rate  of  70.8  per  1,000 
births. 

Of  the  deaths  63  were  of  legitimate  infants,  equivalent  to  a 
rate  of  68.9  per  1,000  legitimate  births,  while  5 were  illegitimate 
infants,  equivalent  to  a rate  of  108.6  per  1000  illegitimate  births. 
For  England  and  Wales  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  46  per 
1,000,  and  for  the  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns  it  was  54  per 
1,000  births. 

Of  the  68  deaths  18  occurred  under  1 week,  13  occurred 
under  1 month,  16,  1-3  months,  6,  3-6  months  and  15,  6-12 
months. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month  of  life 
was  31 — 18  of  which  occurred  under  1 week.  Of  the  18,  11  were 
due  to  Premature  Birth,  1 to  Morbus  Cordis,  1 to  Hydro- 
Cephalus,  2 to  Congenital  Deformity,  2 to  Congenital  Debility, 
and  1 to  Congenital  Heart  Disease. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  between  4 weeks  and  under 
3 months  was  16,  1 was  due  to  Broncho-Pneumonia,  3 to  Premature 
Birth,  1 to  Laryngeal  Spasm,  1 to  Enteritis,  2 to  Acute  Bron- 
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chitis,  2 to  Infantile  Colvulsions,  2 to  Gastro  Enteritis,  1 to 
Marasmus,  1 to  Acute  Nephritis,  1 to  vSepticaemia,  1 to  Ob- 
struction of  Bile  Duct.  ' _ 

Between  3 months  and  6 months  6 deaths  occurred,  2 to 
Acute  Bronchitis  ; 2 to  Broncho-Pneumonia  ; 1 to  Gastro-En- 

teritis,  and  1 to  Operation  for  Reduction. 

Between  6 months  and  12  months  15  deaths  occurred,  6 to

The  total  amount  of  fees  received  up  to  31st  December, 
1945,  m respect  of  attendances  of  Mid  wives  as  Midwives  or 
Maternity  Nurses  was  £613  6s.  6d. 
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Each  Midwife  has  to  have  a telephone  installed  in  her  house 
at  the  cost  of  the  Local  Authority,  and  an  allowance  of  approxi- 
mately five  guineas  a year  is  granted  towards  the  cost  of  such. 
This  allowance  varies  slightly,  depending  upon  the  distances  that 
the  Midwife  has  to  telephone  to  the  Supervisor.  No  arrange- 
ments were  made  with  any  Nursing  Associations  ; the  domiciliary’ 
service  is  given  entirely  by  the  Local  Authority.

During  the  year  1945  the  total  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria- 
notified  was  221,  but  of  the  221  cases  only  84  were  cases  of  clinical 
diphtheria.  I propose  from  this  year  onward  to  give  the  case 
mortahty  and  incidence  on  this  basis.  In  previous  years  all 
cases  that  have  been  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  as 
diphtheria  have  been  taken  as  the  true  figure,  and  case  mortality 
and  incidence  have  been  based  on  that.  That  return  of  course 
was  inaccurate,  but  now  that  we  have  come  to  the  true  statistical 
figure,  we  find  that  our  case  mortality  is  5.95.  This  case  mortality 
is  absolutely  avoidable  ; there  is  no  reason  why  five  children  out 
of  100  should  die  from  this  disease.  It  is  due,  as  stated  in 
previous  years,  to  lateness  of  admission  into  hospital  from  one 
cause  or  another.

CANCER  AND  MALIGNANT  DISEASE. 

Cancer  and  Malignant , Disease  was  given  as  the  cause  of 
death  in  123  cases.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends  all  Public  Assistance 
Committees  and  all  the  Institution  Committees,  and  is  respon- 
sible for  advising  the  Council  on  all  matters  in  relation  to  the 
public  health. 

There  is  a full-time  District  Medical  Officer  for  the  Dowlais 
and  Penydarren  area,  but  in  all  other  areas  of  the  Borough  part- 
time  District  Medical  Officers  are  employed. 

As  I have  stated,  this  is  an  ordinary  Report,  and  the  details  of 
the  number  of  cases  attended  by  the  various  doctors  are  not  being 
published  in  this  Report. 

There  are  eight  part-time  consultants  on  the  staff — Professor 
Strachan,  Dr.  Robert  Owen,  Mr.  A.  O.  Parker,  Dr.  Ivor  Davies, 
Mr.  Berry  Haycraft,  Dr.  Arthur  G.  Watkins,  Dr.  Rupert  Parry 
and  Mr.  D.  loan- Jones. 

As  stated  in  previous  Annual  Reports,  considerable  use  has 
been  made  of  in-patient  treatment  for  expectant  mothers.  The 
services  of  an  obstetric  consultant  have  been  used  freely  by  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Wel- 
fare Committee. 

Appended  are  the  classifications  of  in-patients  who  were  dis- 
charged from  or  who  died  in  the  Institution  during  the  year,  and 
a classification  of  the  accommodation  for  the  sick  and  the  number 
of  beds  occupied  on  31st  December,  1945.

1.  — Samples  of  Water  taken  by  the  Department  of  Public

On  December  31st,  1945,  the  names  on  the  register  in- 
cluded 87  retail  purveyors  of  milk,  53  cow-keepers  and  13 
wholesale  purveyors  of  milk. 


MILK  LICENSES. 

The  following  licenses  were  issued  during  the  year  -

Dunng  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  paid  376  visits  of 
inspection  to  the  dairies  and  cowsheds,  and  51  notices  were 
served  under  the  regulations  in  respect  of  dairies,  cowsheds  and 
milk-shops.  The  condition  of  the  cowsheds  is  now  satisfactory 
but  needs  continual  vigilance.  A dairy  is  provided  in  conjunc- 
tion with  every  cowshed.  _ 


Fifty-one  samples  of  milk  were  reported  dirty  bv  the 
analyst,  and  39  slightly  dirty,  out  of  a total  of  133  which  were 
examined.  The  necessary  warning  was  given  and  advice  regard- 
ing the  methods  of  avoiding  contamination.  I regret  to  say  that 

much  of  the  contaminated  milk  is  derived  from  adjoining  farms 
outside  the  area. 
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SLAUGHTER-HOUSE  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Nine-hundred-and-thirty  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose 
of  meat  inspection  by  the  >Sanitary  Inspectors,  who  all  possess 
the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  for  the  in- 
spection of  meat  and  other  foods. 

Slaughtering  since  April,  1940,  has  been  carried  on  at  the 
Star  Slaughter-House.

11  are  factory  canteens,  29  school  canteens  and  3 colliery 
canteens. 

FISH-FRYING  AND  CHIP  POTATO  SHOPS.  There  are 
27  in  the  Borough,  and  these  are  regularly  visited  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  who  report  favourably  as  to  their  conditions  and 
absence  of  nuisance. 

BAKEHOUSES.  Fifty-four  premises  were  in  use  during  the 
year,  including  one  certified  underground  bakehouse.  Two 
hundred-and-sixty-two  visits  were  made  during  the  year ; 34

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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  11  common  lodging-houses  in  the  Borough,  and 
80  visits  of  inspection  were  made  by  the  Inspectors.  Eleven 
notices  were  served  during  the  year  to  abate  nuisances  or  remedy 
defects.  The  conditions  generally  may  be  said  to  be  satisfac- 
toiy  ; and,  as  reported  previously,  the  accommodation  is  con- 
siderably in  excess  of  the  demand. 

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

Forty-nine  remain  on  the  Register.  One-hundred-and-sixty 
three  visits  of  inspection  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inpsectors, 
and  24  notices  were  served  to  abate  nuisances  or  remedy  defects. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  now  5 premises  where  offensive  trades  are  carried 
on  : gut-scrapers,  2 ; fellmongers,  1 ; knackers,  1 ; fat-rendering, 
1.  No  complaints  regarding  these  premises  were  received  during 

the  year. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  condition  has  been  reported  on  in  the  School 
Medical  Report  to  the  Board  of  Education.  The  action  taken 
in  relation  to  the  health  of  the  scholars  and  for  preventing  the 
spread  of  infectious  diseases  is  in  conformity  \vith  the  Memoran- 
dum on  the  Closure  and  Exclusion  from  School,  1925,  issued 
conjointly  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Board  of  Education. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ORDER,  1919. 

Daring  the  year  the  Inspectors  report  that  253  premises, 
including  tips,  culverts,  allotments,,  schools  and  business  premises, 
have  been  dealt  with.  When  complaints  are  received,  investiga- 
tions are  made  at  the  complainant’s  and  adjoining  premises. 
Three  series  of  baits  are  laid  at  each  infested  premises,  with  a 
week’s  time  intervening  between  each.  Gratifying  results  have 
been  o btained  by  the  added  interest  taken  by  the  tradesmen 
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and  others  of  the  notification  of^  the  rodents,  and  it  has  been 
seldom  necessary  to  revisit  the  premises  after  three  series  of  baits 
have  been  laid.  Nothing  is  left  undone,  month  by  month,  to 
thoroughly  cope  with  the  extermination  of  the  rodents.

Where  necessary  the  above  premises  were  visited  a second 
time.  In  connection  with  the  above  treatments,  1,228  visits 
were  made,  29,239  prebaits  and  7,423  poison  baits  were  laid.  The 
prebait  used  in  the  first  instance  was  Sausage  Rusk  and  poison, 
Zmc  Phosphide.  The  second  treatment  was  carried  out  using 
Bread  Mash  and  Arsenic. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  method  was  adopted  in  each  case. 
This  method  consists  of  prebaiting  at  each  premises  for  five  con- 
secutive days,  and  laying  poison  bait  on  the  sixth  day.  It  has 
proved  to  be  satisfactory. 


Sewers  : 

All  manholes  in  the  sewers  were  dealt  with,  and  sixteen  men 
were  employed  for  this  purpose.  The  men  worked  as  eight  separate 
teams  of  two  men  each.  Two  courses  of  treatment  were  carried 
out.  Sausage  Rusk  and  Zinc  Phosphide  was  used  for  the  first 
treatment,  and  Bread  Mash  and  Arsenic  for  the  second.  There 
were  good  takes  of  poison  bait  and  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 

Tliere  are  81  factories  with  mechanical  power  (including 
bakehouses),  and  159  visits  of  inspection  were  made. 

The  number  of  factories  where  mechanical  power  is  not  used 
is  102,  and  the  number  of  visits  paid  were  283.
